Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on May 18, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 
Amendment filed on May 18, 2009 has been entered. Claims 1, 12-17, 25, and 27-31 are 
pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Rejection of claims 25, 27-31 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement has been withdrawn due to amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

3. Rejection of claims 12-16, 25, 27-30 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ivanov et al (US 6,881,437) in view of Ogawa et al (US 5,103,371), further in view of Ogawa et 
al (US 4,673,474) and Ogawa et al (US 5,466,523), further in view of Ogawa et al (US 
20010031364), and further in view of Fleckenstein et al has been withdrawn due to amendment. 

4. Rejection of claims 17 and 31 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over cited 
prior art above, and further in view of Cottle et al (US 2,874,192) has been withdrawn due to 
amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 12-17, 25, and 27-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is allowed 
because the cited prior art does not teach or suggest forming a bridge across an opening of a pore 
in a porous dielectric layer, wherein the bridge is formed by connecting a flexible chain between 
the silicon atom and a sulfur of a first barrier molecule with a silicon atom coupled to a surface 
of one side of the exposed pore to a second barrier molecule with a silicon atom coupled to a 
surface of opposite side of the exposed pore. Claim 25 is allowed because the cited prior art does 
not teach or suggest exposing to an oxidizing agent to form a disulfide bond between two or 
more molecules of a coupling agent linked to the surface of the pore to form a bridge across the 
opening of a pore in a porous dielectric layer. 

Claims 12-17, and 27-31 are allowed as further limiting allowed claims 1 and 25.
